A statement of the finnnces of Ihe borough 


for the last fiscal year ending March 7th, 
has just been published. The statement is a 
a model of perspicacity. There are seven 
separate accounts, 
diversified as follows: 


Three bond accounts, one for each series, a 
general borough account, a water Works ac- 
count, a water works construction account, 
and an order account. The resourses are 
¥30,913.50, and liabilities Jil'C,815.91, leaving 
a net resource of $4097 59, an increase over 
the preceding year. The water works, which 
were built at a cost of nearly §25,000 00, has 
since its incipiency by extension of mains 
and oilier improvements increased the real 
valuation of this municipal en crpriso to 
526,305.79. The present assessed valuation 
of taxable property is 5474,400 00, a slight 
decrease from the precediug year. The va- 
rious bond accounts represent a good balance 
on I'-uiil. I»ing tlru last fiscal j'cur four 
bonds were liquidated amounting to $1200.00. 
The last of the series of bonds will expire in 
1923. 
The liabilities could be still further 


reduced if the taxpayers would live up to 
the true maxim "chat a tax is debt of the 
highest obligation" arid pay the nine hun- 
dred dollars delinquent taxes as shown in 
the statement. The largest item expended 
in the borough account is for street lighting, 
$81000, and whiclui.s money well spent. 
Work on street?, another important matter 
in a well regulated community, only $139,18 
was spent. Tlie nuisiince prosecution case 
of East Penn Traction Company, which fig- 
ured largely in the condition of the streets, 
cost §413.37. This r'oes not include the cost 
of $144 44 which Iho borough had to pay for 
protecting the trolley trenches after the com- 
pany failed. The water works being only 
four years old is already self-sustaining in 
leaving a net balance on hand. 
During the 


past year some few extensions to Ihe maius 
were made. 
The amount of orders passed 


last year was $7089.89; amount of orders 
paid last year, $6927.99.

WAR, PRESIDENT AND CONGRESS. 


The country today faces the perils of wiir. 


The President's 
message 
recommending 


intervention to end the outrages in Cuba 
has been quickly followed by the introduc- 
tion of stirring resolutions in the Senate and 
House, the idoption uf which means imme- 
diate war with Spain. 


Congress is in no temper to further post- 


pone the op string of hosliliuiis. 
The Seuate 


resolution was introduced yesterday 
and 


went over until today. The House resolu- 
tion was idso introduced yesterday and 
quickly pas icd by the significant, vote of 322 
to 10. 


There is, now presented a definite line of 


action. Spain's doom in sealed. 
The prose- 


cutors of the inquisition will have to release 
their hold upon her colonies in tiie Western 
Hemisphere. 


The Hoiu-e resolution differs from the res- 


olution of the Senate inasmuch us it "auth- 
orizes and directs" the President to act, in- 
stead of "directing and empowering." 
In- 


stead of directing him to carry into effect the 
declaration of Cuba's independence and the 
demand to .Spain to withdraw from the is- 
land, it directs him to "intervene" for the 
purpose of .flopping tho war and of restoring 
peace and order. 
Instead of leaving the 


method of scouring freedom and independ- 
ence to be determined after the ejection of 
Spain, it directs the President to proceed 
with a view to "establishing a stable and in- 
dependent Government of their own by the 
free act of tiie peoplo" of Cuba, 


The House resolution offers various oppor- 


tunities for Hie introduction of complicated 
questions, and, therefore, the Senate resolu- 
tion isprobibly preferable. 


The changes are we will soon have a tcr- 


riblu war on our hands, and before another 
week model u engines of destruction may be 
belching foith their death-dealing missiles. 


Those who have been persistently urging 


such a clim ix may now realize what a dread- 
ed calamity has befallen the country, and 
the hope is that they "will now be as per- 
sistent and patriotic in forcing to a success- 
ful conclusion the present differences as they 
have been %aliant in bringing about such an 
exigency. 


Although the President has by every hon- 


orable and consistent method tried to avert 
a war between two Christian nations, ho can 
be depended upon with implicit confidence 
to vindicate the honor of bis poopln and 
prosecute his instructions to the bitter end. 
If war is inevitable tho commandor-in-chief 
will never cry for quarter; there will 
never be any striking of tho flag, or any 
cessation of hostilities until the yellow em- 
blem of treachery fades into the eastern 
horizon. 


I'reeidenl McKinley had it in his easy 


power when writing his message to put him- 
self everlastingly into the good graces of the 
majority of the voters of tho country by ap. 
pealing to the passions and prejudices of the 
public. 
Nobody knew better than the Pres-

not get their eyes opened until after June 2. 


There is very little Wanamaker sentiment 


in Bristol. The enthusiasm which was pre- 
valent at the time of the Bourse meeting has 
become verj limp. 
The old leaders who 


were for Wanamaker for Senator do not seem 
to be inclined to render aid to him for the 
Governorship. If Bucks had a primary elec- 
tion for delegates like any other county there 
would be an anti-Wanamaker delegate sent 
from this district. But with the moss con- 
vention syc'.^m which prevails the Gilkeson 
machine wit1 control the sentiment of the 
gathering at the county capital. 


The alleged order which had been placed
